The invitation was extended by non - 
partisan citixens of W ashington, and 
not inspired in any way by persons d i­ 
rectly connected w ith the Boer inter­ 
ests.

“ It is purely a matter of sym pathy on 
my part. 
I w ent to South Africa u n ­ 
prejudiced, visited both arm ies, 
saw 
much British soldiers anil people and 
also much Boers. 
After Macing w hat I 
did I made up my mind tho causa of the 
fliers w»« just; thai two of the smallest 
republics in the world were struggling 
against the greatest empire of the world 
for home, justice and independence. 
“ This struggle seemed very unequal. 
Tho whole number of Boers, including, 
men, women and children, not tieing 
greater than the population of the city 
of W ashington, and yet these brave peo­ 
ple have the courage to put up the great­ 
est. fight in history against an empire of 
4(10,000,000 people. 
I concluded at once 
that my sym pathies were w ith tho,se 
struggling for liberty, and I feel that 
the American people should ayinpatbize 
with them in their fight for justice aud 
lmh>|K>ndonco. 
“ When I entered the train at Pretoria 
on my return home fully 2000 men and 
woman, m ostly woman whose husbands, j 
fathers anil sons were at tho front, g a th -; 
] cm l at the station to bid m e goodbye 
ami as tears rolled down m any of their 
faces they made a last request of me 
that I do everything in m y power upon; 
j my return home to let the American 
people know their exact condition and 
also to let them know how they have ' 
been abused and outrageously misrep- I 
resented by the English,*’ 
Mr. Davis said he bel ieved the Boers ! 
would win and wanted Great Britain 
and the world to know the sym jw tbies 
of tile American people were w ith the 
Boers and uot the English.

Washington, April 2.—Representative 
Hay of Virginia |i.h prepared with great 
care a bill to create of tho militia of sev­ 
eral states a reserve volunteer army for 
use in time of war, to supplement tho 
regular ai my. 
The hill contemplates a 
general broadening of tho national guard 
its equipment with file service rifle, and 
its complete organization in time of war 
into regiments, brigades, divisions and 
corps with the three battalion forma­ 
tion, as in tho regular army, and is de­ 
signed to obviate the necessity of a large 
steading army upon the expiration of 
the present law July I, 1901, increasing 
the standing army to 05,000 and author­ 
izing the present volunteer army of 35,- 
000. 
The bill makesallcitizens between 
the ages of 18 and 45 liable to military 
service in the volunteer army. 
It appropriates $4,OOO,OOO annually La­ 
the maintenance and equipment of the 
narional guard of several states, thus 
forming the nBcl-us of the volunteer 
army and requires the secretary of war 
to keep in ca< Ii state a supply of ordi­ 
nance stores sufficient for 90 days use of 
the national guard of the state in tho 
event of war. 
It provides a system of 
mobilization for the guard by dividing 
the states into military divisions and 
provides for a board of officers in each 
state who shall hold examinations for 
the position of second lieutenant in the 
national guard, such officers to be pro­ 
moted tor merit and efficiency.

The Borchgrevink expedition left Ho­ 
bart. Tasmania, for the Antarctic region 
on Dec. 19, 1898 
During the latter part 
of February, 1899 the ^embers landed 
from the Southern Cross near Cape 
Adair, \ ictoriuland, it having been ar­ 
ranged that tho steamer should leave 
them there with full equipment of every 
kind, and should return for them early 
in 1900. Mr. Borchgrevink ’n party con­ 
sisted of nine, including himself. Lieut. 
W . Colback was S e le c te d as first mag­ 
netic observer to be assisted by Louis 
Bcrnacchl, N. Hansen and Hugh Evans 
were chosen as zoologists, and Dr. K. 
K Invest ad as medical officer. 
Mr. Eon* 
ghnai was general utility man and cook. 
With these went two natives o f Finland 
to look after OO dogs. 
Enormous sup­ 
plies o f provisions were laid in.
